Status of the Claims 

1 . Amendment of claims 14-16 and cancellation of claims 1 -1 3 and 1 7-20 in 
Applicants' filing of 1 1/24/2008 is acknowledged; claims 14-16 are pending and 
examined herein. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. Rejection of claims 9-1 3 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, because the 
specification does not reasonably provide enablement of the full scope of the 
claims is moot and withdrawn in view of cancellation of the claims. 

3. Rejection of claim 1 4-1 6 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, because the 
specification does not reasonably provide enablement of the full scope of the 
claims is withdrawn in view of amendment of the claims and Applicants' 
arguments filed 11/24/2008. 

4. Rejection of claims 9-1 3 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention is moot and withdrawn in of 
cancellation of the claims. 

5. Rejection of claims 1 4-1 6 under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention is withdrawn in of amendment of the 
claims and Applicants' arguments filed 1 1/24/2008. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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6. Rejection of claim 9 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lin, et al. is 
moot and withdrawn in view of cancellation of the claim. 

7. Rejection of claim 16 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Lin, etal. is 
withdrawn in view of amendment of claims 14 and 16. 

8. Rejection of claims 9 and 10 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent No. 7,033,81 3 is moot and withdrawn in view of cancellation of the 
claims. 

9. Rejection of claim 16 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent 
No. 7,033,813 is withdrawn in view of amendment of claims 14 and 15. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 0. Rejection of claims 11-13 under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(1 ) as being obvious over by Lin, 
et al. in view of Kamihira, ef al. is moot and withdrawn in view of cancellation of 
the claims.
